JAPAN’S WELCOME TO US 


Friendly Sentiments Abou t Ou r 
Presence In the Philipines. 


VIEWS OF A JAPANESE PAPEE.

Our Interests In the Islands Reg arded as 
In Oenerdl Harmo ny With Tho se o f 
J apan—Facto rs Tending to Giv e Rise to 
Serio us Co mplicatio ns Owinf to the 
Philippines* Peculiar Po sitio n—An Opin­ 
io n o n the Mo nro e Do ctrine — Great 
Britain’s View o f Amerlea’s Appearance 
as a Wo rld Po wer. 


It is with the ex press o bject erf rescu­ 
ing the neig hbo ring island o f Cuba 
fro m misrule and anarchy that the 
United States has g o ne to war with 
Spain, and we do no t v enture to ques­ 
tio n the sincerity o f the Americans as 
to the mo tiv e they hav e declared. 
But 
o nce entered npo n war canno t be lo cal­ 
ized. It is pro g ressiv e no t o nly in o per­ 
atio n, but also in co nsequences. 
The 
fig hting po wer o f Spain has pro v ed 
ev en mo re feeble than was g enerally 
suppo sed, and the war seems to be al- 
ref^y drawing near a clo se. 
Of co urse 
Cuba will be freed fro m Spanish rule, 
and, at a ll ev ents, v irtually put under 
American pro tectio n, if no t inco rpo rat­ 
ed iuto the Unio n. 
This will be a di­ 
rect result o f the war—what the Amer­ 
icans hav e av o wedly aimed at acco m­ 
plishing fro m the o utset. One need no t 
be surprised, ho wev erj if mo re impo r­ 
tant and farreacbing co nsequences shall 
fo llo w in o ther directio ns. 
Merely as reg ards the o peratio n o f 
the war, the first and perhaps the mo st 
impo rtant o f the eng ag ements has taken 
place rather unex pectedly in a quarter 
farthest fro m bo th o f the co ntending 
co untries as well as fro m the o bject 
which co nstituted the cause o f the co n­ 
test. Neutrality pro clamatio ns depriv ed 
the American squadro n in far eastern 
waters o f safe and reliable ancho rag e. 
Admiral Dewey was tbns o blig ed to g et 
ho ld o f a po rt if fo r no o ther purpo se 
than to secure a shelter fo r his fleet. 
The American o ccupatio n o f Cav ite 
was a measure, we believ e, primarily 
dictated by the nec^sities o f nav al 
strateg y and required fo r defensiv e as 
much as fo r o ffensiv e purpo ses. 
The 
United States g o v ernment may no t hav e 
co ntemplated the acquisitio n o t the 
Philippines up to the mo ment o f o pen­ 
ing ho stilities with Spain; y et, the stars 
and stripes o nce fly ing in the bay o f 
Manila, a new issue is likely to arise 
in internatio nal po litics. 
Acco rding to the usag e o f mo dem 
warfare, it is true, military o r nav al 
o ccupatio n as a phase o f the o peratio n 
o f war do es no t necessarily mean the 
permanent acquisitio n o f territo ry . 
In 
the present case, ho wev er, there are 
facto rs tending to g iv e rise to serio us 
co mplicatio ns, o wing to the peculiar 
po sitio n o f the Philippine 
islands. 
Usually there are o nly two alternativ es 
in the final dispo sitio n o f a territo ry 
which has been o ccupied in the time o f 
war—either to return it to the leg iti­ 
mate po ssesso r o r to retain it by o btain­ 
ing a definite 
cessio n, but if 
the 
Americans were to ev acuate the Philip­ 
pines there is no security that the is­ 
lands wo uld be smo o thly turned o v er to ; 
Spain. In the first place there are rebels 
who wo uld take ev ery o ppo rtunity to 
thro w o ff the Spanish y o ke. Tho se re­ 
calcitrant nativ es hav e been the cause 
o f co nstant tro uble to the Spauiards 
and made the Spanish rule in the Phil­ 
ippines any thing but an easy task. 
No w that the prestig e o f Spain has 
piteo usly declined because o f her ig no ­ 
minio us defeat at American hands, the 
rebels are already o n the warpath and 
seem to be rag ing o v er a co nsiderable 
po rtio n o f the archipelag o . Ev en left to 
themselv es, 
the 
Philippine 
islands 
wo uld hav e been a seco nd Cuba at no 
distant date. 
Hence in retiring fro m 
the o ccupied territo ry the United States 
wo uld be deliv ering it no t to Spanish 
rale, bnt to anarchy and co mmo tio n. 
Nex t, there are o ther po wers lo o king to ­ 
ward inheritance o f the Spanish po s­ 
sessio n. One o f them, at any rate, has 
already bestirred itself in o rder no t to 
let slip any o ppo rtunity that may be 
furnished by the present war. 
In ev acuating the Philippines there­ 
fo re the United States may be prepar­ 
ing the way fo r a Euro pean po wer o r 
po wers to acquire ano ther fo o tho ld in 
the far east. In the face o f these co n­ 
sideratio ns the Americans may well 
hesitate to relinquish the territo ry 
which has fallen into their hands by 
the chance o f war. Besides, seeing that 
the United States* co mmerce with far 
eastern co untries is fast g ro wing in im­ 
po rtance, it is reaso nable that she sho uld 
claim to hav e a v o ice in the dispo sitio n 
o f far eastern affairs, and in o rder to 
make her v o ice heard it is o bv io usly 
desirable that she sho uld be in po sses­ 
sio n o f a nav al base o f her o wn. The 
precario usness o f a fleet with no base to 
rely upo n in times o f emerg ency has 
been pro v ed by the ex perience o f Ad­ 
miral Dewey , who se fleet wo uld hav e 
been utterly helpless had the Spa nif^s 
been stro ng eno ug h to stand the first 
attack. 
It is v ery natural, then, that 
the Americans sho uld desire to take ad- 
rantag e o f the fo rtune o f the p reset 
war and to take permanent jwssessio n 
o f the territo ry no w o o o upied by their 
fleet and armv . 


in establishing herself in the Philip­ 
pines the United States will certainly 
incur a v ery hc^av y respo nsibility , but 
it is no t in the nature o f the American 
peo ple, o f juv enile lig ht hearteduess 
and sang uine temperament, to shrink 
fro m any undertaking whatev er. The 
acquisitio n o f a territo ry far remo v ed 
fro m American sho res is no do ubt a de­ 
v iatio n fro m the traditio nal po licy o f 
the Unio n. 
But America seems to be 
destined so o ner o r later to step fo rward 
as an activ e facto r in internatio nal po l­ 
itics. Of co urse it wo uld be ex ceeding ­ 
ly adv antag eo us and pro fitable to culti­ 
v ate co mmercial relatio ns with o ther 
natio ns witho ut at the same time en­ 
tering intK) 
po litical entang lements, 
o nly it is to o adv antag eo us and pro fita­ 
ble to be practicable in this ag e o f co m­ 
mercial riv alry , backed by armi^ and 
nav ies as well as by po litical intrig ues. 
Ag ain, o wing to the g reat rev o lutio n 
wro ug ht by steam and electricity in the 
means o f co mmnnicatio n and transpo r­ 
tatio n, it is DO lo ng er po ssible to adhere 
to the po licy o f co nfining the sphere o f 
po litical activ ity to the American co n­ 
tinent. America canno t be no w reg arded 
as separated fro m the rest o f t |r wo rld. 
If she desires to secure markets fo r her 
co mmo dities, she canno t av o id hav ing 
po litical relatio ns with fo reig n natio ns, 
and her sphere o f po litical activ ity must 
o f necessity be co ex tensiv e with that o f 
her co mmerce. 
The Mo nro e do ctrine was, in o ne 
sense, a dev iatio n fro m the po licy o f no 
po litical relatio ns, fo r it aims at ex er­ 
cising the po litical inflnence o f the 
United States in prev enting the en­ 
cro achment o f Euro pean po wers upo n 
the western hemisphere. 
Indeed the 
United States has lo ng been a po tent 
po litical facto r in America. 
The ener­ 
g etic and enterprising spirit o f the 
g ro wing natio n canno t be co nfined fo r­ 
ev er within the limits o f its o wn co nti­ 
nent, and no w a farther dev iatio n fro m 
the o rig inal po licy is abo ut to take 
place. The new departure is in the same 
directio n as the Mo nro e do ctrine and 
o nly g o es far bey o nd it. 
The self im­ 
po sed restrictio ns o f the Mo nro e do ctrine 
are to be bro ken o ff, but the o laim fo r 
po litical influence is no t to be abando n­ 
ed. The present war is v ery sig nificant, 
because it was beg an o n the streng th o f 
the Mo nro e do ctrine and is mo st likely 
to end in the co nfirmatio n o f a new na­ 
tio nal po licy . 
The annex atio n o f Ha­ 
waii has already been effected as a side 
issue o f the war. 
That the Americans 
will retain at least a part o f the Philip­ 
pines is a pro bability o f the hig hest de­ 
g ree. 
Hencefo rward the United States 
will be an impo rtant facto r in interna­ 
tio nal po litics no t o nly with reg ard to 
the American co ntinent, bnt with re­ 
g ard to the wo rld in g eneral and the 
far east in particular. 
Who kno ws but 
that the twentieth century may find the 
United States o ne o f the do minant 
nav al po wers o f the Pacific? 
On the who le, the adv ent o f the 
United States as a far eastern po wer is 
to be welco med fro m a J apanese po int 
o f v iew, because o nr relatio n with her 
has been and is o ne o f particular co r­ 
diality , and her interests In this part 
o f the g lo be seem to be in g eneral har­ 
mo ny with o urs. If plato nic friendship 
is po ssible to natio ns, it must certainly 
ex ist between America and J apan. We 
hav e reg arded and still reg ard the 
American natio n in the lig ht o f leader 
and benefactcM:, and we believ e it is no t 
to o much to say that the American peo ­ 
ple hav e reaso ns to be pro ud o f the 
pro g ress achiev ed by o ur co untry men. 
Fro m a sentimental po int o f v iew, there­ 
fo re, we may lo o k with satisfactio n upo n 
the United States beco ming a nearer 
neig hbo r to us. 
As to the questio n o f 
po licy , o ur o bject is to secure the peace 
o f the far east o n the basis o f the de­ 
v elo pment o f g eneral co mmerce and to 
check the po licy o f military ag g ressio n 
and co mmercial ex clusiv eness. On this 
po int an essentially peaceful and co m­ 
mercial peo ple like the American may 
be ex pected with reaso n to hav e co m­ 
mo n interests with us. If the Ameri­ 
cans co ntribute to the attainment o f the 
abo v e o bjects, their participatio n in far 
eastern affairs is to be much desired, 
and we lo o k to the co nclusio n o f a re­ 
cipro cal 
tariff between the United 
States and J apan as the first step fo r 
pro mo ting the g ro wth o f clo ser co m- 
mero iai relatio ns. 
Great Britain also seems to fav o r the 
appearance o f America as a wo rld po w­ 
er, especially as a far eastern po wer. 
To quo te fro m the Lo ndo n Times: 
“ We co uld no t v iew with indiffer­ 
ence the 
acquisitio n o f the Philip­ 
pines by either France, Russia o r Ger­ 
many , tho ug h we hav e eno ug h o n o ur 
o wn hands no t to care to add to o ur re- 
spo nsibiiitieH in that quarter. 
• ♦ ♦ 
We co ntemplate their po ssessio n, ho w­ 
ev er, by the United States with equa­ 
nimity , and indeed with satisfactiiMi.” 
This is the key no te o f British o pinio n, 
and the reaso n is because “ it is clearly 
perceiv ed that the United States has, 
in co mmo n with this co untry , a sub­ 
stantial interest in keeping o pen the 
markets o f China.*’ 
This co mmunity o f interest ex ists no t 
o nly between Great Britain and Ameri­ 
ca, bat also between J apan and the two 
Ang lo -Sax o n natio n» . 
The Hispano - 
American war will pro v e a blessing to 
a g z^ t mass o f humanity if in its co n- 
seqneno e the co -o peratio n o f the three 
co untries shall be secured in the far 
east.—To ky o Far East

Our Interest* In the Islands Regarded as 
In General Harmony With Those of 
Japan—Factors Tending to Glee Rise to 
Serious Complications Owing to the 
Philippines* Peculiar Position—An Opin­ 
ion on the Monroe Doctrine — Great 
Britain’s Flew of America’* Appearance 
as a World Power. 


It is with the express object of rescu­ 
ing the neighboring island of Cuba 
from misrule and anarchy that the 
United States has gone to war with 
Spain, and we do not venture to ques­ 
tion the sincerity of the Americans as 
to the motive they have declared. But 
once entered upon war cannot be local­ 
ised. It is progressive not only in oper­ 
ation, hut also in consequences. The 
fighting power of Spain has proved 
even more feeble than was generally 
supposed, and the war seems to be al­ 
ready drawing near a close. Of course 
Cuba will be freed from Spanish rule, 
and, at all events, virtually put under 
American protection, if not inoorporat 
eel into the Union. This will be a di 
reel result of the war—what the Amer­ 
icans have avowedly aimed at accom­ 
plishing from the outset One need not 
be surprised, however) if more impor­ 
tant and farreaching consequences shall 
follow in other directions. 
Merely as regards the operation of 
the war, the first and perhaps the most 
important of the engagements has taken 
place rather unexpectedly in a quarter 
farthest from both of the contending 
countries aa well as from the object 
which constituted the oause of the con­ 
test. Neutrality proclamations deprived 
the American squadron in far eastern 
waters of safe and reliable anchorage. 
Admiral Dewey was thus obliged to get 
hold of a port if for no other purpose 
than to secure a shelter for his fleet. 
The American occupation of Cavite 
was a measure, we believe, primarily 
dictated by the necessities of nava 
strategy and required for defensive as 
much as for offensive purposes. The 
United States government may not have 
contemplated the acquisition of the 
Philippines up to the moment of open­ 
ing hostilities with Spain; yet, the stars 
and stripes once flying in the bay of 
Manila, a new issue is likely to arise 
in international politics. 
According to the usage of modern 
warfare, it is true, military or naval 
occupation as a phase of the operation 
of war does not necessarily mean the 
| permanent acquisition of territory. In 


I the present case, however, there are 
factors tending to give rise to serious 
complications, owing to the peculiar 
position of the Philippine islands. 
Usually there are only two alternatives 
in the final disposition of a territory 
which has been occupied in the time of 
war—-either to return it to the legiti­ 
mate possessor or to retain it by obtain­ 
ing a definite cession, but if 
the 
Americans were to evacuate the Philip­ 
pines there is no security that the is 
lands would be smoothly turned over toI pie have reasons to 


in establishing herself in the Philip­ 
pines the United States will certainly 
incur a very heavy responsibility, bot 
it is not in the nature of the American 
people, of juvenile light heartedness 
and sanguine .temperament, to shrink 
I'rom any undertaking whatever. The 
acquisition of a territory far removed 
from American shores is no doubt a de­ 
viation from the traditional policy of 
the Union. 
But America seems to be 
destined sooner or later to step forward 
as an active factor in international pol­ 
itics. Of course it would be exceeding- 
y advantageous and profitable to culti­ 
vate commercial relations with other 
nations without at the same time en­ 
tering into 
political entanglements, 
only it is too advantageous and profita­ 
ble to be practicable in this age of com­ 
mercial rivalry, backed by armill and 
navies as well as by political intrigues. 
Again, owing to the great revolution 
wrought by steam and electricity in the 
means of communication and transpor­ 
tation, it is no longer possible to adhere 
to the policy of confining the sphere of 
political activity to the American con­ 
tinent. America cannot be now* regarded 
as separated from the rest of fir world. 
If she desires to secure markets for her 
commodities, she cannot avoid having 
political relations with foreign nations, 
and her sphere of political activity must 
of necessity be coextensive with that of 
her commerce. 
The Monroe doctrine was, in one 
sense, a deviation from the policy of no 
political relations, for it aims at exer­ 
cising the political influence of the 
United States in preventing the en 
croachment of European powers upon 
the western hemisphere. 
Indeed the 
United States has long been a potent 
political factor in America. The ener­ 
getic and enterprising spirit of the 
growing nation cannot be confined for 
ever within the limits of its own conti­ 
nent, and now a further deviation from 
the original policy is about to take 
place. The new departure is in the same 
direction as the Monroe doctrine and 
only goes far beyond it. The self im 
posed restrictions of the Monroe doctrine 
are to be broken off, bnt the claim for 
political influence is not to be abandon 
ed. The present war is very significant, 
because it was begun on the strength of 
the Monroe doctrine and is most likely 
to end in the confirmation of a new na­ 
tional policy. The annexation of Ha­ 
waii has already been effected as a side 
issue of the war. That the Americans 
will retain at least a part of the Philip­ 
pines is a probability of the highest de­ 
gree. Henceforward the United States 
will be an important factor in interna­ 
tional politics not only with regard to 
the American continent, but with re­ 
gard to the world in general and the 
far east in particular. 
Who knows but 
that the twentieth century may find the 
United States one of the dominant 
naval powers of the Pacific? 
On the whole, the advent of the 
United States as a far eastern power is 
to be welcomed from a Japanese point 
of view, because our relation with her 
has been and is one of particular cor­ 
diality, and her interests in this part 
of the globe seem to be in general har­ 
mony with ours. If platonic friendship 
is possible to nations, it must certainly 
exist between America and Japan. We 
have regarded and still regard the 
American nation in the light of leader 
and benefactor, and we believe it is not 
too much to say that the American peo-

As to the question of 
policy, our object is to secure the peace 
of the far east on the basis of the de 
velopment of general commerce and to 
check the policy of military aggression 
and commercial exclusiveness. On this 
point an essentially peaceful and com­ 
mercial people like the American may 
be expected with reason to have com­ 
mon interests with us. If the Ameri­ 
cans contri bate to the attainment of the 
above objects, their participation in far 
eastern affairs is to be much desired, 
and we look to the conclusion of a re­ 
ciprocal 
tariff between the United 
States and Japan as the first step for 
promoting the growth of closer com­ 
mercial relations. 
Great Britain also seems to favor the 
appearance of America as a world pow 
er, especially as a far eastern power. 
To quote from the London Times: 
We could not view with indiffer­ 
ence the acquisition of the Philip­ 
pines by either Franoe, Russia or Ger­ 
many, though we have enough on our 
own hands not to care to add to our re­ 
sponsibilities in that quarter. * * * 
We contemplate their possession, how­ 
ever, by the United States with equa­ 
nimity, and indeed with satisfaction.” 
This is the keynote of British opinion, 
and the reason is because “ it is clearly 
perceived that the United States has, 
in common with this country, a sub­ 
stantial interest in keeping open the 
markets of China.” 
This community of interest exists not 
only between Great Britain and Ameri­ 
ca, bat also between Japan and the two 
Anglo-Saxon nations.

Oar Intercuts In the Islands Regarded as 
In General Harmony With Those of 
Japan—Factors Tending to Give Rise to 
Serious Complications Owing to 
the 
Philippines’ Peculiar Position—An Opln- 
Ion on the Monroe Doctrine — Great 
Britain’s View of Amerlea’s Appearance 
ae a World Power. 


It is with the express object of rescu­ 
ing the neighboring island of Cuba 
from misrule and anarchy that the 
United States has gone to war with 
Spain, and we do not venture to ques 
tion the sincerity of the Americans as 
to the motive they have declared. 
But 
once entered upon war cannot be local­ 
ized. It is progressive not only in oper­ 
ation, but also in consequences. The 
fighting power of Spain has proved 
even more feeble than was generally 
supposed, and the war seems to be al­ 
ready drawing near a close. Of course 
Cuba will bo freed from Spanish rule, 
and, at all events, virtually put under 
American protection, if not incorporat­ 
ed iuto the Union. This will be a di­ 
rect result of the war—what the Amer­ 
icans have avowedly aimed at accom­ 
plishing from the outset. One need not 
be surprised, however! if more impor­ 
tant and farreaching consequences shall 
follow in other directions. 
Merely as regards the operation of 
the war, the first and perhaps the most 
important of the engagements has taken 
place rather unexpectedly in a quarter 
farthest from both of the contending 
countries as well as from the object 
whioh constituted the cause of the con­ 
test. Neutrality proclamations deprived 
the American squadron in far eastern 
waters of safe and reliable anchorage. 
Admiral Dewey was thus obliged to get 
hold of a port if for no other purpose 
than to secure a shelter for his fleet. 
The American occupation of Cavite 
was a measure, we believe, primarily 
dictated by the necessities of naval 
strategy and required for defensive as 
much as for offensive purposes. The 
United States government may not have 
contemplated the acquisition of the 
Philippines up to the moment of open­ 
ing hostilities with Spain; yet, the stars 
and stripes once flying in the bay of 
Manila, a new issue is likely to arise 
in international politics. 
According to the usage of modern 
warfare, it is true, military or naval 
occupation as a phase of the operation 
of war does not necessarily mean the 
permanent acquisition of territory. In 
the present case, however, there are 
factors tending to give rise to serious 
complications, owing to the peculiar 
position of the Philippine islands. 
Usually there are only two alternatives 
in the final disposition of a territory 
which has been occupied in the time of 
war—either to return it to the legiti­ 
mate possessor or to retain it by obtain­ 
ing a definite cession, bat if 
the 
Americans were to evacuate the Philip­ 
pines there is no security that the is­ 
lands would be smoothly turned over to 1 pie

Spain. In the first place there are rebels 
who would take every opportunity to 
throw off the Spanish yoke. Those re­ 
calcitrant natives have been the cause 
of constant trouble to the Spaniards 
and made the Spanish rule in the Phil­ 
ippines anything but an easy task. 
Now that the prestige of Spain has 
piteously declined because of her igno­ 
minious defeat at American hands, the 
rebels are already on the warpath and 
seem to be raging over a considerable 
portion of the archipelago. Even left to 
themselves, 
the 
Philippine 
islands 
would have been a second Cuba at no 
distant date. Henoe in retiring from 
the occupied territory the United States 
would be delivering it not to Spanish 
rule, but to anarchy and commotion. 
Next, there are other powers looking to­ 
ward inheritance of the Spanish pos­ 
session. One of them, at any rate, has 
already bestirred itself in order not to 
let slip any opportunity that may be 
furnished by the present war. 
In evacuating the Philippines there­ 
fore the United States may be prepar­ 
ing the way for a European power or 
powers to acquire another foothold in 
the far east In the face of these con­ 
siderations the Americans may well 
hesitate to relinquish the territory 
which has fallen into their hands by 
the chance of war. Besides, seeing that 
the United States’ commerce with far 
eastern countries is fast growing in im­ 
portance, it is reasonable that she should 
claim to have a voice in the disposition 
of far eastern affairs, and in order to 
make her voice heard it is obviously 
desirable that she should be in posses­ 
sion of a naval base of her own. The 
precariousness of a fleet with no base to 
rely upon in times of emergency has 
been proved by the experience of Ad­ 
miral Dewey, whose fleet would have 
been utterly helpless had the Spaniards 
been strong enough to stand the first 
attack. It is very natural, then, that 
the Americans should desire to take ad- 
rantage of the fortune of the present 
war and to take permanent possession 
of the territory now occupied by their 
fleet and army. 


in establishing herself in the Philip­ 
pines the United States will certainly 
incur a very heavy responsibility, but 
it is not in the nature of the American 
people, of juvenile light heartedness 
and sanguine temperament, to shrink 
from any undertaking whatever. The 
acquisition of a territory far removed 
from American shores is no doubt a de­ 
viation from the traditional policy cif 
the Union. 
But America seems to be 
destined sooner or later to step forward 
as an active factor in international pol­ 
itics. Of course it would be exceeding­ 
ly advantageous and profitable to culti­ 
vate commercial relations with other 
nations without at the same time en­ 
tering into 
political entanglements, 
only it is too advantageous and profita­ 
ble to be practicable in this age of com­ 
mercial rivalry, backed by armill and 
cavies as well as by political intrigues. 
Again, owing to the great revolution 
wrought by steam and electricity in the 
means of communication and transpor­ 
tation, it is no longer possible to adhere 
to the policy of confining the sphere of 
political activity to the American con­ 
tinent. America cannot be now regarded 
as separated from the rest of fir world. 
lf she desires to secure markets for her 
commodities, she cannot avoid having 
political relations with foreign nations, 
and her sphere of political activity must 
of necessity be coextensive with that of 
her commerce. 
The Monroe doctrine was, in one 
sense, a deviation from the policy of no 
political relations, for it aims at exer 
oising the political influence of the 
United States in preventing the en 
croachment of European powers upon 
the western hemisphere. 
Indeed the 
United States has long been a potent 
political factor in America. The ener 
getic and enterprising spirit of the 
growing nation cannot be confined for­ 
ever within the limits of its own conti­ 
nent, and now a farther deviation from 
the original policy is about to take 
place. The new departure is in the same 
direction as the Monroe doctrine and 
only goes far beyond it. The self im­ 
posed restrictions of the Monroe doctrine 
are to be broken off, but the claim for 
political influence is not to be abandon 
ed. The present war is very significant, 
because it was begun on the strength of 
the Monroe doctrine and is most likely 
to end in the confirmation of a new na­ 
tional policy. The annexation of Ha­ 
waii has already been effected as a side 
issue of the war. That the Americans 
will retain at least a part of the Philip 
pines is a probability of the highest de­ 
gree. Henceforward the United States 
will be an important factor in interna­ 
tional politics not only with regard to 
the American continent, but with re 
gard to the world in general and the 
far east in particular. 
Who knows but 
that the twentieth century may find the 
United States one of the dominant 
naval powers of the Pacific? 
On the whole, the advent of the 
United States as a far eastern power is 
to be welcomed from a Japanese point 
of view, because our relation with her 
has been and is one of particular cor­ 
diality, and her interests in this part 
of the globe seem to be in general har­ 
mony with ours. If platonic friendship 
is possible to nations, it must certainly 
exist between America and Japan. We 
have regarded and still regard the 
American nation in the light of leader 
and benefactor, and we believe it is not 
too much to say that the American peo-

From a sentimental point of view, there­ 
fore, we may look with satisfaction upon 
the United States becoming a nearer 
neighbor to us. As to the question of 
policy, our object is to secure the peace 
of the far east on the basis of the de­ 
velopment of general commerce and to 
check the policy of military aggression 
and commercial exclusiveness. On this 
point an essentially peaceful and com­ 
mercial people like the American may 
be expected with reason to have com­ 
mon interests with us. If the Ameri­ 
cans contribute to the attainment of the 
above objects, their participation in far 
eastern affairs is to be much desired, 
and we look to the conclusion of a re­ 
ciprocal 
tariff between the United 
States and Japan as the first step for 
promoting the growth of closer com­ 
mercial relations. 
Great Britain also seems to favor the 
appearance of America as a world pow­ 
er, especially as a far eastern power. 
To quote from the London Times: 
“We could not view with indiffer­ 
ence the acquisition of the Philip­ 
pines by either France, Russia or Ger­ 
many, though we have enough on our 
own hands not to care to add to our re­ 
sponsibilities in that quarter. * * * 
We contemplate their possession, how­ 
ever, by the United States with equa­ 
nimity, and indeed with satisfaction.’’ 
This is the keynote of British opinion, 
and the reason is because “ it is clearly 
perceived that the United States has, 
in common with this country, a sub­ 
stantial interest in keeping open the 
markets of China. ’’ 
This community of interest exists not 
only between Great Britain and Ameri­ 
ca, bat also between Japan and the two 
Anglo-Saxon nations. 
The Hispano- 
American war will prove a blessing to 
a great mass of humanity if in its con­ 
sequence the co-operation of the three 
countries shall be secured in the far 
east.—Tokyo Far East

Monday , Ju ly 11—A tan eurl j hou r 
this morning the China signalled "halt 
and assemble” and sent a boat ov er to 
the Zealan<lia, the officer in charge 
bringing ojders to Colonel Hawk ins 
that target p ractice is to hold sway this 
afternoon, the regiment to fire 8,000 
rou nds, or fiv e shots to each member of 
the rank and file, firing at a floating 
target, the battery men also indnlging 
in target p ractice with their su p erb 
Max ims. 
In conv ersation with Chief 
Officer Deering this morning, I was as­ 
su red that, barring accident or disaster, 
we will reach Manila nex t Satu rday , 
Ju ly 16. 
Tu esday , Ju ly 12—The batteries on 
the China, Colon and Zealandia com­ 
menced target p ractice y ^terday after­ 
noon at 8 o’clock . The fire from the 
Colon was at first v ery wild, bu t 
gradu ally imp rov ed. The China’s gu n­ 
ners did fairly well, while the gu nner 
on the Zealandia did magnificent work , 
far ex ceeding all ex p ectations. Lieu ten­ 
ant Grov e is in command of the section 
of the U^ah battery on board ou r ship . 
The gu nner’s name is Sergeant Prank 
Hines, and if he liv es he will be heard 
of more fu lly before the war is ov er. 
The mu sk etry fire was op ened at abou t 
5 p . m,, at the 1,000 y ard range. Colonel 
Hawk ins w^s giv en the honor of firing 
the first shot from ou r ship . His first 
shot was a good one and his second a 
daisy cu tter, strik ing the target fairly . 
Then came the command "commence 
firing,” with comp anies A and B op en­ 
ing the mu sic, from the starboard side. 
As the designated fiv e shots p er man 
v q sre fired, the comp anies mov ed to the 
p ort side and the other six comp anies of 
the Tenth took a hand, two comp anies 
firing at a time. The firing was "at 
will,” and the range v aried from 1,000 
to 500 y ards, as the target, rep resenting 
a man, from the waist u p . floated by . 
There was really sp lendid shooting done 
by the Tenth, mu ch better, in fact, than 
any one had the right to ex p ect, as the 
mark smen were comp elled to watch the 
motion of the v essel and also the rising 
and failing of the target u p on the wav es.

Tenth Regiment Boys Greeted I 
With Delight. 


MEETING WITH THE BOSTON 


Signal* Quickly Told the Fleet rn Great 
Deal of News, and the Voyacers Were 
Once More In Touch With the World. 
Incidents of the Last Week of an Event­ 
ful Journey—Con tin nation 
of Captain 


Palmer’s Letter. 


Monday, July ll—At an early hour 
this morning the China signalled "halt 
and assemble” and sent a boat over to 
the Zealandia, the offloer in charge 
bringing o/ders to Colonel Hawkins 
that target practice is to hold sway this 
afternoon, the regiment to fire 8,000 
rounds, or five shots to each member o:1 
the rank and file, firing at a floating 
target, the battery men also indulging 
in target practice with their superb 
Maxims. 
In conversation with Chief 
Officer Deering this morning, I was as­ 
sured that, barring accident or disaster, 
we will reach Manila next Saturday, 
July 16. 
Tuesday, July 12—The batteries on 
the China, Colon and Zealandia com­ 
menced target practice yesterday after­ 
noon at 8 o’clock. The fire from the 
Colon was at first very wild, but 
gradually improved. The China’s gun­ 
ners did fairly well, while the gunner 
on the Zealandia did magnificent work, 
far exceeding all expectations. Lieuten­ 
ant Grove is in command of the section 
of the U$ah battery on board our ship. 
The gunner’s name is Sergeant Frank 
Hines, and if he lives he will be heard 
of more fully before the war is over. 
The musketry fire was opened at about 
5 p. rn., at the 1,000 yard range. Colonel 
Hawkins wgs given the honor of firing 
the first shot from oar ship. His first 
shot was a good one and his second a 
daisy catter, striking the target fairly. 
Then came the command "commence 
firing,” with companies A and B open­ 
ing the music, from the starboard side. 
As the designated five shots per man 
were fired, the companies moved to the 
port side and the other six companies of 
the Tenth took a hand, two companies 
firing at a time. The firing was "at 
will,” and the range varied from 1,000 
to 500 yards, as the target, representing 
a man, from the waist up, floated by. 
There was really splendid shooting done 
by the Tenth, much better, in fact, than 
any one had the right to expect, as the 
marksmen were compelled to watch the 
motion of the vessel and also the rising 
and falling of the target upon the waves. 
If the lads do as good shooting when 
facing the Dons, it will prove decidedly 
unpleasant for Spain and her hackers. 
All the troops did good shooting; hut I 
state 
the 
plain 
truth, 
to 
the 
best of 
my 
knowledge, 
when 
I 
assert that the Tenth carried off the 
honors. The fine training school of the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania has 
borne good fruit. 
Lieutenant Lazelle, 
of Company B, Eighteenth regulars, 
died today on hoard the Colon, cause of 
death meningitis, combined with meas­ 
les. Rumor has it that the main cause 
was homesickness, the assertion being 
made that the lieutenant had prophecied 
that he would not reoover. It is said 
that the body has been embalmed and 
will be taken to Manila; as there was 
no burial ceremony, this is likely correot. 
The remains may possibly be returned to 
friends at home. 
Wednesday. 
July 18—The expedi­ 
tion halted about half an hour this 
morning in order to allow the slow go­ 
ing and erratic Senator to catch up, she 
having dropped behind some five or six 
miles during the night. Prayer services 
as usual, many taking part therein. 
Thursday, July 14—Heavy wind and 
rainfall last night. The Zealandia has 
evidently struck a different class of seas 
than usual, as she has quit rolling and 
taken to plunging, the change of motion 
causing many of the boys to become sea­ 
sick, accompanied by a dull headache. 
At 6 a. rn. we are 286 miles from the 
nearest Philippine islands, and a sight 
of land is promised us tomorrow. Provi­ 
dence permitting. 
The waves were 
higher and rougher last night than any 
we have met on our journey thus far. 
Friday, July 15—Sighted land about 
6 .80 a. rn. on our port side, and the cap­ 
tain of the ship informs me that we 
have reached the Luzon islands, striking 
Point Escarpado, near the Cape O. En- 
gano light house. We will skirt Luzon 
island, passing along the coast south­ 
ward until we reach Manila, from three 
to four hundred miles distant. 
We 
passed far south of the Bashee channel, 
which must he passed through in order 
to reach Hong Kong, China. Baton 
islands and the Ballington channel are 


also left to our north, and we pass close 
to Babuyon islands, close upon oar star­ 
board side. 
The mate informs me that 
we aro now in close proximity to the 
China seas. The sight of land was 
greeted with expressions of deep delight 
by the boys in blue. Far off to star­ 
board, distant very many miles, can be 
seen two points of land rising out of the 
sea, looking exactly like unto mammoth 
haystacks, and they are at once chris­ 
tened "The Haystacks.” At 11:20 a. 
rn. we note smoke rising far to our 
front, and at ll :80 a. rn. the captain olr 
the 
Zealandia asserts .that 
a war 
vessel is 
approaching, and that it 
is under the American flag, and is 
either the Charleeton or the Boston, 
sent out from Manila to meet and 
escort us in. 
Some of our own men 
and officers using private glasses, scan 
the oncomer closely and state that she 
is too high in the water for a war ves­ 
sel and pronounce her an ocean liner or 
mail steamer, while the kickers on board 
opine that it is a Spanish war vessel and 
that we must make np oar minds to fight 
or surrender. One loud-moathed non­ 
combatant assures his hearers that we 
have not the ghost of a chance in case 
of battle, and advises that we make an 
unconditional surrender, which senti­ 
ment meets with a hot reproof from a 
soldier close by w ith: "Stow that non­ 
sense, yon duffer; we came out here to 
fight and not to surrender; that vessel is 
one of oar own; but if it isn’t, then 
we’ll put up a stiff little fight and hope 
for victory. If we can’t win, then we’ll 
sink, as we don’t hanker after the in­ 
side of a Spanish prison.” This senti- 
met met with warm commendation. 
The stranger had now approached so 
closely that the folds of dear Old Glory 
were recognized, and the voice of Col­ 
onel Hawkins rang out jubilantly from 
the hurricane deck: "It is the Boston, 
and she is lowering a boat in order to 
communicate with the China.” 
The 
soldier lads of the expedition gave the 
protected cruiser and her crew three 
rousing cheers and a royal tiger, re­ 
sponded to with a will by the gallant 
lads of the Boston,as they clambered like 
cats into the rigging. Our season of 
suspense is now over, and we are will­ 
ing to tackle any Spaniards who may be 
floating around and about this neck of 
the woods. A short time after this the 
China steamed away from os, headed 
straight for Manila, telling the cruiser 
to escort us in to Mr. Dewey at her Will. 
We await with anxious hearts, the news 
from Cuba, as we have been cut off 
from the news of the world for many 
weary days, and the sight of a daily 
paper would be as a welcome blessing, 
and the same contd he sold readily for 
one dollar per copy. 
(Readers of the 
N ew s R ev iew , Color Bearer Palmer 
tells you that you are not aware of the 
blessing of the glorious privilege of be­ 
ing seated in your own cosy home, read­ 
ing your daily paper and knowing what 
the world is engaged in.) 
And now the signal flags are busy, 
and in a short time our colonel, know 
ingour longing and heart hanger for* 
information from home and from our 
comrades in Caba, sends us the follow­ 
ing message: 
"Great battle at Santiago de Cuba. 
Our loss 800; Spanish loss between four 
and five thousand; battle a draw; more 
troops to he lauded in Cuba at once; 
battle occurred on July let. 
"A war fleet is being made ready in 
the United States for the purpoee of at­ 
tacking oities on the Spanish coast.” 
"The third expedition for Manila left 
San Francisco on June 28 with General 
Merritt on board. 
The general has 
orders to establish a provisional govern­ 
ment at Manila.” 
"The insurgents have surrounded 
Manila and the Spanish soldiers are 
now within the inner fortifications or 
citadel. There will be no foreign inter­ 
vention.” 
"Dewey’s fleet is blockading Manila, 
hut the city has not been bombarded.” 
"The troops of the first expedition 
have landed at Manila, hut the trans­ 
ports are still there.” 
"The Spanish fleet is at Port Said 
undergoing repairs. Its destination is 
Manila and its object an attack upon 
Dewey’s fleet.” 
The boys respond on hoard the Zea- 
landia with three cheers and a tiger for 
Dewey and his gallant men, and for 
Colonel Hawkins for giving us the news 
so eagerly sought for. And now we are 
longing, with a longing which passeth 
all understanding, for the letters which 
are said to be awaiting us at Manila, 
and we breathe heartfelt prayers to God 
for the safety and well being of the 
loved ones at home, second only in our 
hearts to the dear God who has been so 
merciful to us, for it will be well for 
your readers to remember that the com­ 
rades who are tender hearted and true 
are the best soldiers when men are 
needed at the front of the battle where 
the conflict is hottest. God be with our 
loved ones ’till we meet again. The 


Master will arrange that meeting. His 
will shall he our will. We organized a 
Christian Endeavor this morning in the 
Tenth, and hope that its members will 
accomplish much good as instruments 
in the hands of a higher power.

Q uarter* o f G eneral A n d er­ 
son's Officer* at C avite. 
The New York bun’s correspondent 
ut Oavite, w riting under the date of 
July a, describes the quarters of Gen­ 
eral Anderson's brigade at Cavite as 
follows: The quarters occupied by the 
men are fairly comfortable anti (nose of 
the officers are fine. 
The men are all 
close to the ground, and therefore not 
in such dry places as are desirable, but 
they have cleaned up their barracks 
thoroughly and made them sanitary. 
They can stand a long stay here with 
no bad effects from the character of 
their quarters. 
Each man has ai bed 
built of bamboo, which stands nearly 
two feet off the floor, and if it were not 
for the mosquitoes they would be fairly 
content. 
The officers are almost p artially 
housed. The Spaniards who were sta­ 
tioned here knew how to live. 
The 
rooms are immense, with ceilings at 
least 15 feet high. 
The floors are of 
teak and are kept bare. 
The furniture 
is of mahogany. The rooms were fur 
nished beautifully when the Spaniards 
went out, but there was only enough 
left for us to show what it had been. 
The insurgents who looted Oavite when 
the Spaniards went out had not stopped 
at the navy yard gate. Great mirrors, 
chairs, beds, desks, tables, settees, side­ 
boards, all were taken, and when Ad 
rniral Dewey found out what was going 
on and set a marine guard in the yard 
to stop the looting only the heavier 
pieces were left. The tables are beauti­ 
ful and the beds are wonders of wood 
working 
skill. 
They are enormous 
affairs, each with great high canopy 
frames of finely carved mahogany. The 
frames are solid mahogany and the cor 
ner posts are carved out of mahogany 
logs. 
In place of springs the post s ; . 
sideboards are bound together va. 
woven cane, such as is us(" to seat 
chairs in the United States. 
The 
'.s 
are fine aud roomy and beautiluliy 
made. 
The Spaniards have more kinds of 
chairs than a Grand Rapids factory, 
most of them made of mahogany, but 
some of bamboo. As a rule they are big. 
easy fellows, with backs well tilted 
back and broad rests for the arms. 
Some of them escaped the thieves, but 
most of those the looters could not carry 
away they smashed with gun butts. 
Cavite is full of this stolen furniture. 
Nearly every house shows two or three 
pieces. Even the Cascos have big bam­ 
boo settles. 
They are fine beds for the 
men.

IN C A M P B E F O R E MANILA. 


Mite P a l a t i a l Q u a r t e r s o f G e n e r a l A n d e r ­ 
s o n 's Officers a t C a v i t e . 
The New York Sun’s correspondent 
at Cavite, w riting under the date of 
Ju ly 5, describes the quarters of lit ti - 
oral Anderson's brigade at Cavite as 
follows: The quarters occupied by the 
men are fairly comfortable and ♦nose of 
the officers are flue. 
The men are all 
close to the ground, and therefore not 
in such dry places as are desirable, but 
they have cleaned up their barracks 
thoroughly aud made them sanitary. 
They can stand a long stay here w ith 
no bail effects from the character of 
their quarters. 
Each man has ut bed 
built of bamboo, which stands nearly 
two feet off the floor, and if it were not 
for the mosquitoes they would t>e fairly 
content. 
The officers are almost p a rtia lly 
housed. 
The Spaniards who were sta­ 
tioned here knew how to live. 
The 
rooms are immense, w ith ceilings at 
least 15 feet high. 
The floors are of 
teak and are kept bare. 
The furniture 
is of mahogany. 
The rooms were fu r­ 
nished beautifully when the Spaniards 
went out, but there was only enough 
left for us to show w hat it had been. 
The insurgents who looted Cavite when 
the Spaniards went out had not stopped 
at the uuvy yard gate. 
Great mirrors, 
chairs, beds, desks, tables, settees, side­ 
boards, all were taken, and when Ad­ 
miral Dewey found ont w hat was going 
on and set a m arine guard in the yard 
to stop the looting only tho heavier 
pieces were left. The tables are beauti­ 
ful and the beds are wonders of wood­ 
working 
skill. 
They are enormous 
affairs, each w ith great high canopy 
frames of finely carved mahogany. Tin 
frames are solid mahogany and the cor 
nor posts are carved out of mahogany 
logs. 
In place of springs the posts sr, 
sideboards are bound together v.i. 
woven cane, such as is use* to sent 
chairs in the United States. 
The <!' '.s 
are fine and roomy and beautifully 
made. 
The Spaniards have more kinds of 
chairs than a Grand Rapids factory, 
most of them made of mahogany, but 
some of bamboo. As a rule they are big, 
easy fellows, w ith backs well tilted 
back and broad rests for the arms. 
Some of them escaped the thieves, but 
most of those the looters could not carry 
away they smashed w ith gun butts. 
Cavite is full of this stolen furniture. 
Nearly every house shows two or three 
pieces. 
Even the Cascos have big bam­ 
boo settles. 
They are fine beds for the 
men.

Man y regimen ts 
suffered much on this accoun t but the 
Eighth always had full ration s except 
possibly the three d ays they were mov 
in g to the fron t. 
A wagon con ld 
scarcely be secured n o matter what 
pressn re was brought to bear, except 
for the use of the men who were actually 
In the tren ches an d d arin g those three 
d ays the road s were in such con d ition 
th at it was impossible to get a wagon 
through. At times certain articles of 
th e army ration could n ot be obtain ed 
but somethin g was issued in its stead or 
the d eficien cy was mad e n p in the n ext 
issue. 
“ Both field an d travel ration s are pre 
scribed in kin d an d quan tity so that an y 
person who takes in terest en ough in the 
matter can look it n p an d kn ow exactly 
what can be obtain ed to feed a regimen t. 
When we received ord ers to leave 
San tiago, 1 pat in requisition for the 
n umber of men we had , for 10 d ays, an d 
ipot all the law allows. It was d istrib­ 
uted freely an d liberally. 
Un fortu­ 
n ately some of the oommissary stores 
pat on the ship were spoiled , but fortu­ 
n ately we had plen ty an d all bad stuff 
was replaced . 
When we left the 
Mohawk there was left over en ough 
ration s to feed a regimen t three d ays. 
No cookin g is con templated on travel 
ration s. Coffee is issued , but on ship 
board each compan y is expected to put 
it in liquid form the best way they can . 
The cookin g an d coffee makin g facilities 
on the Mohawk were limited an d if on e 
compan y at a time had un d ertaken to 
make their coffee they could n ever have 
d on e it. So 1 con clud ed to atten d to the 
work an d had liquid coffee mad e for the 
en tire regimen t. To d o this I had to 
have the kettles men d ed by our men , as 
there were holes in n early ail of them 
large en ough to put mv fin ger through. 
They had to be patched n early every 
d ay. 
“ After I d iscovered that the men were 
sufferin g for lack of proper food I un d er­ 
took to make soap for them all, on ce a 
d ay, I thin k this was the secon d d ay out 
an d it was kept up all the voyage. It 
was n ot my d oty to make either soap or 
liquid coffee, yet the men . or some of 
them at least, d erid ed me because they 
were n ot farin g better. 
’*I kn ow the men were n ot in con d i­ 
tion to live on travel ration s, but I was 
powerless to help them. I d id , how­ 
ever, arran ge to have the sick, or those 
in the hospital part of the ship, pro­ 
vid ed with some better food from the

When the admiral was going 
down to Marivalo recently on the Mc- 
Culloch and a few of us who were for­ 
tunate enough to be aboard, were sit­ 
ting on the poop deck enjoying a oon- 


Begimental Quartermaster Kuhns has 
heard, even at Montauk Point, of the 
criticisms heaped upon his head, and 
lends oat the following concerning the 
h ig h th : 
“ There never was a time that the 
regim ent was short of rations. There 
was, however, great difficulty in secur­ 
ing transportation for the full amount 
c t rations from the base of supplies to 
where the men were. Many regiments 
suffered much on this account but the 
E ighth always had fall rations except 
possibly the three days they were mov 
ing to the front. 
A wagon could 
scarcely be secured 
no m atter w hat 
pressure was brought to bear, except 
for the use of the men who were actually 
In the trenches and daring those three 
days the roads were in such condition 
th a t it was impossible to get a wagon 
through. At times certain articles of 
th e arm y ration could not be obtained 
but something was issued in its stead or 
the deficiency was made up in the next 
issue. 
“ Both field and travel rations are pre­ 
scribed in kind and quantity so that any 
person who takes interest enough in the 
m atter can look it up and know exactly 
w hat can be obtained to feed a regiment. 
W hen we received orders to leave 
Santiago, I put in requisition for the 
number of men we had, for IO days, and 
got all the law allows. It was distrib­ 
uted freely and liberally. 
U nfortu­ 
nately some of the commissary stores 
p a t on the ship were spoiled, but fortu­ 
nately we had plenty and all bad stuff 
w as replaced. 
When we left the 
Mohawk there was left over enough 
rations to feed a regiment three days. 
Mo cooking is contemplated on travel 
rations. Coffee is issued, but on ship 
board each company is expected to put 
it in liquid form the best way they oan. 
The cooking and ooffee making facilities 
on the Mohawk were limited and if one 
company at a time had undertaken to 
m ake their coffee they could never have 
•done it. 
So I concluded to attend to the 
work and had liquid coffee made for the 
entire regiment. To do this I had to 
have the kettles mended by our men, as 
there were holes in nearly all of them 
large enough to put my finger through. 
They had to be patched nearly every 
day. 
“ After I discovered that the men were 
suffering for lack of proper food I under­ 
took to make soap for them all, once a 
‘day, I think this was the second day out 
and it was kept up all the voyage. It 
w as not my duty to make either soup or 
liquid ooffee, yet the men. or some of 
th em at least, derided me because they 
Were not faring better. 
“ I know the men were not in condi­ 
tion to live on travel rations, but I was 
powerless to help them. I did, how- 
■ ever, arrange to have the siok, or those 
in the hospital part of the ship, pro­ 
vided w ith some better food from the 
* cabin kitchen, which is a small affair 
*3iot equal to the occasion. 
“Even a large sum of money would 
^lavfe been of no avail in bettering the 
fare on the return trip, because there 
w as nothing to be bought in Santiago, 
excepting the same articles we had, or 
provisions which would have required 
h o k in g , which was out of the ques- 
tCfton,”

When we left the

rations. Coffee is issued, but on ship 
board each company is expected to put 
it in liquid form the best way they can. 
The cooking and coffee making facilities 
on the Mohawk were limited and if one 
company at a time had undertaken to 
make their coffee they could never have 
done it. So I concluded to attend to the 
work and had liquid coffee made for the 
entire regiment. To do this I had to 
have the kettles mended by our men, as 
there were holes iii nearly all of them 
large enough to put my finger through. 
They had to be patched nearly every 
day. 
“After I discovered that the men were 
suffering for lack of proper food I under­ 
took to make soup for them all, once a 
day, I think this was the second day out 
and it was kept up all the voyage. It 
was not my doty to make either soup or 
liquid coffee, yet the men, or some of 
them at least, derided me because they 
Were not faring better.

Gooseberries on Trees. 
Travelers in Burma see many strange 
things, and perhaps one of the strangest 
is the way in which some kinds of fruit 
grow. 
For instance, gooseberries that at 
home grow on small bushes in this part 
of the world grow on trees over 25 feet 
high. They are not a soft, pulpy fruit, 
but are as hard as marbles. 
The real Furman grapes also grow 
on high trees and not on vines. They 
bang from the branches and trunk of 
the tree in clusters on a long stalk and 
are oovered with a thick outer skin, 
which cannot be eaten. 
The cachou, or monkey nut, is also 
peculiar and consists of a large, juicy 
fruit of soft pulp, with its nut or kernel 
attached to the outside of the fruit at 
the end farthest from the stalk from 
which it hangs. —London Standard.

SAILORS ON SHORE. 


ILUEJACKETS REALIZING HOW THEY 
STAND IN POPULAR ESTEEM. 


Need No Money Now to Get the Best In 
the City—How ft Fireman Bested the 
Strong Man In a Museum. 


The welcome which the inhabitants 
of New York city extended to the offi­ 
cers and men of our victorious warships 
as they sailed up the bay recently was 
only the preliminary evidence of the 
disposition on the part of every one to 
make the stay of the popular heroes in 
these waters as pleasant as possible.

The action of the hotel proprietor re­ 
ferred to has been repeated in saloons 
and places of amusement all over the 
city, until the sailors now realize that 
the freedom of the city tendered to 
them by May* * Van Wyck was not an 
empty ceremony. 
It is on the Bowery, however, that 
the bluejackets have received 
their 
heartiest reception. 
All the old tradi­ 
tions of that famous section of the city 
have been upset by the universal feel­ 
ing of respect and admiration which is 
felt by all Americans for the men who 
have done bo much for their country. 
The women thieves who infest the low­ 
er east side and in times past have 
found the sailors, with their careless, 
happy go lucky ways, easy victims, soon 
found that under the present conditions : 
any attempt to molest a man wearing 
the uniform of Uncle Sam’a navy would 
be attended with dire results to them­ 
selves. These women are all known in 
the resorts which they frequent, and 
the warnings they received when the 
sailors reached the city have made them 
very circumspect. 
A trip up the Bowery is of unusual 
interest just now. In spite of the large 
number of saloons there seems to be 
plenty of sailors to go round, and out 
of the way indeed is that resort which 


does not nightly number a few sailors 
aud marines among its visitors. In the 
music hall the yellow haired soubrettes 
have discarded their time tried mein 
dies for such inspired refrains as ".lac 
Is on the Briny Deep" or "When 
Can Greet My Sailor Boy Once More. ’ 
In one of the Bowery freak shows the 
other night a lusty sailor from the 
Massachusetts, who wore the red stripe 
of a fireman on his arm, very nearly 
terminated the usefulness of the strong 
man as a drawing oard. Five or six 
bluejackets entered the dime museum 
together, and after duly admiring the 
proportions of the fat woman passee 
over to the booth of the particular 
Samson who held forth in that hall. 
The sailors laughed at the bending of 
a lead pipe painted to represent etee, 
and refused to be deceived by formidable 
looking chains which the strong man 
broke across his biceps. Finally the 
strung man in desperation leaned over 
the booth and challenged any one of his 
tormentors to mount the platform anc 
do the tricks in his place. 
Without a moment’s hesitation the 
fireman mounted the stage and proceed 
ed not only to break the chains and 
bend the pipe, but, picking up a heavy 
iron sledge which leaned against 
wooden anvil, proceeded to break every­ 
thing in sight. The strong man pleaded 
with the sailor to spare his stock. 
The sailor finally consented to desist, 
and in shaking bands with the crest­ 
fallen giant inflicted the greatest blow 
of the evening.—New York Sun.

JAPAN’S WELCOME TO US 


Friendly Sentiments About Our 
Presence In the Philipines. 


VIEWS OF A JAPANESE PAPER. 


—L. H. Scott left at noon for Iron­ 
dale, where he will remain several days. 


Oar Interests In the Islands Regarded as 
In General Harmony With Those of 
Japan—Factors Tending to Give Rise to 
Serious Complications Owing to 
the 
Philippines’ Peculiar Position—An Opin­ 
ion on the Monroe Doctrine — Great 
Britain’s View of America's Appearance 
as a World Power. 


It is with the express object of rescu­ 
ing the neighboring island of Cuba 
from misrule and anarchy that the 
United States has gone to war with 
Spain, and we do not venture to ques­ 
tion the sincerity of the Americans as 
to the motive they have declared. 
But 
once entered npon war cannot be local­ 
ised. It is progressive not only in oper­ 
ation, but also in consequences. 
The 
fighting power of Spain has proved 
even more feeble than was generally 
supposed, and the war seems to be al­ 
ready drawing near a close. 
Of course 
Cuba will be freed from Spanish rule, 
and, at all events, virtually put under 
American protection, if not incorporat­ 
ed into the Union. 
This will be a di­ 
rect result of the war—what the Amer­ 
icans have avowedly aimed at accom­ 
plishing from the outset. One need not 
be surprised, however, if more impor­ 
tant and farreaching consequences shall 
follow in other directions. 
Merely as regards the operation of 
the war, the first and perhaps the most 
important of the engagements has taken 
place rather unexpectedly in a quarter 
farthest from both of the contending 
countries as well as from the object 
whioh constituted the cause of the con­ 
test. Neutrality proclamations deprived 
the American squadron in far eastern 
waters of safe and reliable anchorage. 
Admiral Dewey was thus obliged to get 
hold of a port if for no other purpose 
than to secure a shelter for his fleet. 
The American occupation of Cavite 
was a measure, we believe, primarily 
dictated by the necessities of naval 
strategy and required for defensive as 
much as for offensive purposes. 
The 
United States government may not have 
contemplated the acquisition of the 
Philippines up to the moment of open­ 
ing hostilities with Spain; yet, the stars 
and stripes once flying in the bay of 
Manila, a new issue is likely to arise 
in international politic* 
According to the usage of modern 
warfare, it is true, military or naval 
occupation as a phase of the operation 
of war does not necessarily mean the 
permanent acquisition of territory. 
In 
the present case, however, there are 
factors tending to give rise to serious 
complications, owing to the peculiar 
position of 
the Philippine 
islands. 
Usually there are only two alternatives 
in the Anal disposition of a territory 
which has been occupied in the time of 
war—either to return it to the legiti­ 
mate possessor or to retain it by obtain­ 
ing a definite 
cession, bat if 
the 
Americans were to evacuate the Philip­ 
pines there is no security that the is­ 
lands would be smoothly turned over to J 
Spain. In the first place there are rebels 
who would take every opportunity to 
throw off the Spanish yoke. 
Those re­ 
calcitrant natives have been the cause 
of constant trouble to the Spaniards 
and made the Spanish rule in the Phil­ 
ippines anything but an easy task. 
Now that the prestige of Spain has 
piteously declined because of her igno­ 
minious defeat at American hands, the 
rebels are already on the warpath and 
seem to be raging over a considerable 
portion of the archipelago. Even left to 
themselves, 
the 
Philippine 
islands 
would have been a second Cuba at no 
distant date. 
Henoe in retiring from 
the occupied territory the United States 
would be delivering it not to Spanish 
rule, but to anarchy and commotion. 
Next, there are other powers looking to­ 
ward inheritance of the Spanish pos­ 
session. One of them, at any rate, has 
already bestirred itself in order not to 
let slip any opportunity that may be 
furnished by the present war. 
In evacuating the Philippines there­ 
fore the United States may be prepar­ 
ing the way for a European power or 
powers to acquire another foothold in 
the far east 
In the face of these con­ 
siderations the Americans may well 
hesitate to 
relinquish the territory 
which has fallen into their hands by 
the chance of war. Besides, seeing that 
the United State#’ commerce with far 
eastern countries is fast growing in im­ 
portance, it is reasonable that she shonld 
claim to have a voice in the disposition 
of far eastern affairs, and in order to 
make her voice heard it is obviously 
desirable that she should bo in posses­ 
sion of a naval base of her own. 
The 
precariousness of a fleet with no base to 
rely upon in times of emergency has 
been proved by the experience of Ad­ 
miral Dewey, whose fleet would have 
been utterly helpless had the Spaniards 
been strong enough to stand the first 
attack. 
It is very natural, then, that 
the Americans should desire to take ad 
vantage of the fortune of the present 
war aud to take permanent possession 
of the territory now occupied by their 
fleet and army. 


in establishing herself in the Philip­ 
pines the United States will certainly 
incur a very heavy responsibility, but 
it is not in the nature of the American 
people, of juvenile light heartedness 
and sanguine temperament, to shrink 
from any undertaking whatever. 
The 
acquisition of a territory far removed 
from American shores is no doubt a de­ 
viation from the traditional policy of 
the Union. 
But America seems to be 
destined sooner or later to step forward 
as an active factor in international pol­ 
itics. 
Of course it would be exceeding­ 
ly advantageous and profitable to culti­ 
vate commercial relations with other 
nations without at the same time en­ 
tering into 
political entanglements, 
only it is too advantageous and profita­ 
ble to be practicable in this age of com­ 
mercial rivalry, backed by armill and 
navies as well as by political intrigues. 
Again, owing to the great revolution 
wrought by steam and electricity in the 
means of communication and transpor­ 
tation, it is no longer possible to adhere 
to the policy of confining the sphere of 
political activity to the American con­ 
tinent. America cannot be now regarded 
as separated from the rest of t$F world. 
lf she desires to secure markets for her 
commodities, she cannot avoid having 
political relations with foreign nations, 
and her sphere of political activity must 
of necessity be coextensive with that of 
her commerce. 
The Monroe doctrine was, in one 
sense, a deviation from the policy of no 
political relations, for it aims at exer­ 
cising the political influence of the 
United States in preventing the en­ 
croachment of European powers upon 
the western hemisphere. 
Indeed the 
United States has long been a potent 
political factor in America. 
The ener­ 
getic and enterprising spirit of the 
growing nation cannot be confined for­ 
ever within the limits of its own conti­ 
nent, and now a further deviation from 
the original policy is about to take 
place. The new departure is in the same 
direction as the Monroe doctrine aud 
only goes far beyond it. 
The self im­ 
posed restrictions of the Monroe doctrine 
are to be broken off, but the claim for 
political influence is not to be abandon­ 
ed. The present war is very significant, 
because it was begun on the strength of 
the Monroe doctrine aud is most likely 
to end in the confirmation of a new na­ 
tional policy. 
The annexation of Ha­ 
waii has already been effected as a side 
issue of the war. 
That the Americans 
will retain at least a part of the Philip­ 
pines is a probability of the highest de­ 
gree. 
Henceforward the United States 
will be an important factor in interna­ 
tional politics not only with regard to 
the American continent, but with re­ 
gard to the world in general and the 
far east in particular. 
Who knows but 
that the twentieth century may find the 
United States one of the dominant 
naval powers of the Pacific? 
On the whole, the advent of the 
United States as a far eastern power is 
to be welcomed from a Japanese point 
of view, because our relation with her 
has been and is one of particular cor­ 
diality, and her interests in this part 
of the globe seem to be in general har­ 
mony with ours. If platonic friendship 
is possible to nations, it must certainly 
exist between America and Japan. We 
have regarded and still regard the 
American nation in the light of leader 
and benefactor, and we believe it is not 
too much to say that the American peo­ 
ple have reasons to be proud of the 
progress achieved by our countrymen. 
From a sentimental point of view, there­ 
fore, we may look with satisfaction upon 
the United States becoming a nearer 
neighbor to us. 
As to the question of 
policy, our object is to secure the peace 
of the far east on the basis of the de­ 
velopment of general commerce and to 
check the policy of military aggression 
and commercial exclusiveness. 
On this 
point an essentially peaceful and com­ 
mercial people like the American may 
be expected with reason to have com­ 
mon interests with us. 
If the Ameri­ 
cans contribute to the attainment of the 
above objects, their partioi pa ti on in far 
eastern affairs is to be much desired, 
and we look to the conclusion of a re­ 
ciprocal 
tariff 
between the United 
States aud Japan as the first step for 
promoting the growth of closer com­ 
mercial relations. 
Great Britain also seems to favor the 
appearance of America as a world pow­ 
er, especially as a far eastern power. 
To quote from the Loudon Times: 
“ We could not view with indiffer­ 
ence the 
acquisition of the 
Philip­ 
pines by either France, Russia or Ger­ 
many, though we have enough on our 
own hands not to care to add to our re­ 
sponsibilities in that quarter. 
* * ♦ 
We contemplate their possession, how­ 
ever, by the United States with equa­ 
nimity, and indeed with satisfaction.” 
This is the keynote of British opinion, 
and the reason is because “ it is clearly 
perceived that the United States has, 
in oommon with this country, a sub­ 
stantial interest in keeping open the 
markets of China. 
This community of interest exists not 
only between Great Britain and Ameri­ 
ca, but also between Japan and the two 
Anglo-Saxon nations. 
The Hispauo- 
Amexican war will prove a blessing to 
a great mass of humanity if in its con­ 
sequence the co-operation of the three 
countries shall be secured in the far 
east.—Tokyo Far East

Monday, July ll—At an early hour 
this morning the China signalled “halt 
and assemble” and sent a boat over to 
the Zealandia, the offloer in charge 
bringing orders to Colonel Hawkins 
that target practice is to hold sway this 
afternoon, the regiment to fire 8,000 
rounds, or five shots to each member of 
the rank and file, firing at a floating 
target, the battery men also indulging 
in target practice with their superb 
Maxims. 
In conversation with Chief 
Officer Deering this morning, I was as­ 
sured that, barring accident or disaster, 
we will reach Manila next Saturday, 
July 16. 
Tuesday, July 12—The batteries on 
the China, Colon and Zealandia com­ 
menced target practice yesterday after­ 
noon at 3 o’clock. The fire from the 
Colon was at first very wild, but 
gradually improved. The China’s gun­ 
ners did fairly well, while the gunner 
on the Zealandia did magnificent work, 
far exceeding all expectations. Lieuten­ 
ant Grove is in command of the section 
of the U^ah battery on board our ship. 
The gunner’s name is Sergeant Prank 
Hines, aud if he lives he will be heard 
of more fully before the war is over. 
The musketry fire was opened at about 
5 p. rn., at the 1,000 yard range. Colonel 
Hawkins was given the honor of firing 
the first shot from our ship. 
His first 
shot was a good one and his second a 
daisy cutter, striking the target fairly. 
Then came the command “ commence 
firing,” with companies A and B open­ 
ing the music, from the starboard side. 
As the designated five shots per man 
were fired, the companies moved to the 
port side and the other six companies of 
the Tenth took a hand, two companies 
firing at a time. The firing was “at 
will,” and the range varied from 1.000 
to 500 yards, as the target, representing 
a man, from the waist np, floated by. 
There was really splendid shooting done 
by the Tenth, much better, in fact, than 
any one had the right to expect, as the 
marksmen were compelled to watch the 
motion of the vessel and also the rising 
and falling of the target upon the waves. 
If the lads do as good shooting when 
facing the Dons, it will prove decidedly 
unpleasant for Spain and her backers. 
All the troops did good shooting ; but I 
state 
the

assert that the Tenth carried off the 
honors. The fine training school of the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania has 
borne good fruit. 
Lieutenant Lazelle, 
of Company B, Eighteenth regulars, 
died today on board the Colon, cause of 
death meningitis, combined with meas­ 
les. Rumor has it that the main cause 
was homesickness, the assertion being 
made that the lieutenant had propheoied 
that he would not reoover. It is said 
that the body has been embalmed and 
will be taken to M anila; as there was 
no burial ceremony, this is likely correct. 
The remains may possibly be returned to 
friends at home. 
Wednesday, 
July 18—The expedi­ 
tion halted about half an hoar this 
morning in order to allow the slow go­ 
ing and erratic Senator to catch up, she 
having dropped behind some five or six 
miles during the night. Prayer services 
as usual, many taking part therein. 
Thursday, July 14—Heavy wind and 
rainfall last night. The Zealandia has 
evidently struok a different class of seas 
than usual, as she has quit rolling and 
taken to plunging, the change of motion 
causing many of the boys to become sea­ 
sick, accompanied by a dull headache. 
At 6 a. rn. we are 236 miles from the 
nearest Philippine islands, and a sight 
of land is promised us tomorrow, Provi­ 
dence permitting. 
The waves were 
higher and rougher last night than any 
we have met on our journey thus far. 
Friday, July 15—Sighted laud about 
6 :80 a. rn. on our port side, aud the cap­ 
tain of the ship informs me that we 
have reached the Luzon islands, striking 
Point Escarpado, near the Cape C. En- 
gauo light house. 
We will skirt Luzon 
island, passing along the coast south­ 
ward until we reach Manila, from three 
to four hundred miles distant. 
We 
passed far south of the Bashee channel, 
which must be passed through in order 
to reaoh Hong Kong, China. 
Baton 
islands and the Ballington channel are 


also left to our north, and we pass close 
to Babu.yon islands, close upon our star­ 
board side. The mate informs me that 
we are now in close proximity to the 
China seas. The sight of land was 
greeted with expressions of deep delight 
by the boys in blue. Far off to star­ 
board, distant very many miles, can be 
seen two points of land rising out of the 
sea, looking exactly like unto mammoth 
haystacks, and they are at once chris­ 
tened “The Haystacks.” At 11:20 a. 
rn. we note smoke rising far to our 
front, and at ll :30 a. rn. the captain of 
the 
Zealandia asserts that 
a war 
vessel is 
approaching, and that it 
is under the American flag, and is 
either the Charleston or the Boston, 
sent out from Manila to meet and 
escort us in. 
Some of our own men 
and officers using private glasses, scan 
the oncomer closely and state that she 
is too high in the water for a war ves­ 
sel and pronounce her an ocean liner or 
mail steamer, while the kickers on board 
opine that it is a Spanish war vessel and 
that we must make up our minds to fight 
or surrender. One loud-monthed non­ 
combatant assures his hearers that we 
have not the ghost of a chance in case 
of battle, and advises that we make an 
unconditional surrender, which senti­ 
ment meets with a hot reproof from a 
soldier close by with : “ Stow that non­ 
sense, you duffer; we came out here to 
fight and not to surrender; that vessel is 
one of our own; but if it isn’t, then 
we’ll put up a stiff little fight and hope 
for victory. If we can't win, then we’ll 
sink, as we don’t hanker after the in­ 
side of a Spanish prison.” This senti- 
met met with warm commendation. 
The stranger had now approached so 
closely that the folds of dear Old Glory 
were recognized, and the voice of Col­ 
onel Hawkins rang out jubilantly from 
the hurricane deck: “ It is the Boston, 
and she is lowering a boat in order to 
communicate with the China.” 
The 
soldier lads of the expedition gave the 
protected cruiser and her crew three 
rousing cheers and a royal tiger, re­ 
sponded to with a will by the gallant 
lads of the Boston,as they clambered like 
cats into the rigging. Our season of 
suspense is now over, and we are will­ 
ing to tackle any Spaniards who may be 
floating around and about this neck of 
the woods. A short time after this the 
China steamed away from ns, headed 
straight for Manila, telling the cruiser 
to escort us in to Mr. Dewey at her Will. 
We await with anxious hearts, the news 
from Cuba, as we have been cut off 
from the news of the world for many 
weary days, and the sight of a daily 
paper would be as a welcome blessing, 
and the same could be sold readily for 
one dollar per copy. 
(Readers of the 
N e w s R e v ie w , Color Bearer Palmer 
tells you that you are not aware of the 
blessing of the glorioos privilege of be­ 
ing seated in your own oosy home, read­ 
ing your daily paper and knowing what 
the world is engaged in.) 
And now the signal flags are busy, 
and in a short time our colonel, know 
ing our longing and heart hunger for* 
information from home and from our 
comrades in Cuba, sends us the follow­ 
ing message: 
“Great battle at Santiago de Cuba. 
Our loss 800; Spanish loss between four 
and five thousand; battle a draw ; more 
troops to be landed in Cuba at onoe; 
battle occurred on July 1st. 
“ A war fleet is being made ready in 
the United States for the purpose of at­ 
tacking oities on the Spanish coast.” 
“ The third expedition for Manila left 
San Francisco on June 28 with General 
Merritt on board. 
The general bas 
orders to establish a provisional govern­ 
ment at Manila.” 
“ The insurgents 
have 
surrounded 
Manila and the Spanish soldiers are 
now within the inner fortifications or 
citadel. There will be no foreign inter­ 
vention.” 
“Dewey’s fleet is blockading Manila, 
but the city has not been bombarded.” 
“ The troops of the first expedition 
have landed at Manila, but the trans­ 
ports are still there.” 
“ The Spanish fleet is at Port Said 
undergoing repairs. 
Its destination is 
Manila and its object an attack upon 
Dewey’s fleet.” 
The boys respond on board the Zea­ 
landia with three cheers and a tiger for 
Dewey and his gallant men, and for 
Colonel Hawkins for giving us the news 
so eagerly sought for. 
Aud now we are 
longing, with a longing which passeth 
all understanding, for the letters which 
are said to be awaiting us at Manila, 
and we breathe heartfelt prayers to God 
for the safety and well being of the 
loved ones at home, second only in our 
hearts to the dear God who has been so 
merciful to us, for it will be well for 
your readers to remember that the com­ 
rades who are tender hearted and true 
are the best soldiers when men are 
needed at the front of the battle where 
the conflict is hottest. God be with our 
loved ones 'till we meet again. The

housed. The Spaniards who were sta­ 
tioned here knew how to live. The 
rooms are immense, with ceilings at 
least 15 feet high. 
The floors are of 
teak aud are kept bare. 
The furniture 
is of mahogany. The rooms were fur­ 
nished beautifully when the Spaniards 
went out, but there was only enough 
left for us to show what it had been. 
The insurgents who looted Cavite when 
the Spaniards went out had not stopped 
at the navy yard gate. Great mirrors, 
chairs, beds, desks, tables, settees, side­ 
boards, all were taken, and when Ad 
miral Dewey found out what was going 
on and set a marine guard in the yard 
to stop the looting only tho heavier 
pieces were left. The tables are beauti­ 
ful aud the beds are wonders of wood­ 
working skill. 
They are enormous 
affairs, each with great high canopy 
frames of finely carved mahogany. Tin 
frames are solid mahogany and the cor 
aer posts are carved out of ma boga rn 
logs. 
In place of springs the posts a; 
sideboards are bound together v. i. 
woven cane, such as is ust ’ to sos, 
chairs in the United States. The b 
-.s 
are fine and roomy and beaut ii tally 
made. 
The Spaniards have more kinds of 
chairs than a Grand Rapids factory, 
most of them made of mahogany, tint 
some of bamboo. As a rule they are big. 
easy fellows, with backs well tilted 
back aud broad rests for tile arms. 
Some of them escaped the thieves, bat 
most of those the looters could not carry 
away th ey smashed with gun butts. 
Cavite is full of this stolen furniture. 
Nearly every house shows two or three 
pieces. Even the Casco* have big bam­ 
boo settles. 
They are tine beds for the 
men.

“ Both field an d trav el rations are p re­ 
scribed in k in d an d q n a n titv so th a t any 
person w ho takes in tere st enough in th e 
m a tte r can look it up and know exactly 
w h a t can be obtained to feed a regim ent.

w e received orders to leave 
S antiago, I p u t in requisition for th e 
nu m b er of m en w e had, for IO days, au d 
g o t all th e law allow s. 
I t w as d istrib ­ 
u ted freely and liberally. 
U n fo rtu ­ 
n ately som e of th e com m issary stores 
p u t on th e ship w ere spoiled, but fo rtu ­ 
n a te ly w e had p lenty an d all bad stuff 
w as 
replaced. 
W hen w e left th e 
M ohaw k th ere w as left over enough 
rations to feed a regim ent th ree days. 
N o cooking is contem plated on travel 
rations. 
Coffee is issued, but on ship 
board each com pany is expected to put 
it in liquid form th e best w ay th ey can. 
The cooking and ooffee making facilities 
un the Mohawk were limited and if one 
company at a time had undertaken to 
make their coffee they could never have 
done it. So I concluded to attend to tho 
work and had liquid coffee made for the 
entire regiment. To do this I had to 
have the kettles mended by our men, as 
th e re w ere holes in nearly all of them 
la rg e enough to put my finger through. 
T h ey had to be patched nearly every 
day. 
“ A fter I discovered th a t th e m en w ere 
suffering for lack of proper food I u n d e r­ 
took to m ake soup for them all, once a 
day, I th in k th is w as th e second day out 
a n d it w as kept up all th e voyage. 
It 
w a s not m r d u ty to m ake eith er soup or 
liq u id coffee, yet th e m en, or som e of 
'th em a t least, derided m e because th ey 
W ere not fa rin g better. 
“ I know th e m en w ere not in condi­ 
tio n to live on travel rations, bu t I w as 
pow erless to help them . 
I did, how ­ 
ever, arran g e to have th e sick, or those 
in th e hospital p art of th e ship, pro­ 
v ided w ith som e b etter food from th e 
cabin kitchen, w hich is a sm all affair 
not equal to th e occasion.

T he P alestine E xploration Society C laim s 
to H are D efinitely Located It. 
The Palestine Exploration society, 
the greatest authority in the world on 
Jerusalem aud its holy places, where it 
has been conducting excavations and 
researches for over a score of years, re­ 
cently decided a question of profound 
importance to all Christendom. 
It has 
located the exact spot on which 
was crucified and buried, says a foreign 
correspondent of the New York Journal 
The final researches on the subject 
have lately been completed by Dr. Con­ 
rad Schick, the representative of the 
society, aud his report has been made. 
This places the seal of scientific ap­ 
proval upon the present Church of the 
Holy Sepulcher aud the tomb of Christ. 
Dr. Schick's report will be presented to 
Emperor William of Germany when hW 
visits Jerusalem. There have been va­ 
rious theories about the place of the 
crucifixion and the tomb. It has been 
claimed that the mosque of Omar was 
erected over the spot where the cross 
stood. The paper just prepared by Dr. 
Schick, the noted German savant, is 
generally regarded as supplying the last 
proof necessary on the genuineness of 
the place now revered as Calvary. 
Dr 
Schick in his paper says: 
“ One of the chief points to ascertain 
about the Church of the Holy Sepul­ 
cher is whether it actually stands on 
the rock of Calvary. Some have claim 
ed the apparent rock foundation was an 
imitation. 
To satisfy doubts on this 
point I have made a special research. 
In the chapel of Adam, in a closed re­ 
cess, I found that genuine rock eau be 
seen. I have been able to trace the rock 
scarp and make a map of the configura­ 
tion of the ground as it was originally 
at the actual time of the crucifixion. ”

It reminded me 
more of a Christmas morn of years gone 
by when we gathered around the Christ­ 
mas tree, each one waiting for his pres­ 
ents. 
“Our friends at home have certainly 
done themselves credit in the selection 
of the contents of the packages. Every­ 
thing we could desire, and more. 
“Our short stay here will be a regular 
treat and through the good work of the 
Red Cross society of East Liverpool. 
Their kindness will never be forgotten. 
It is pleasant to know our friends have 
not forgotten us and they can never 
know the extent to which their kindness 
is appreciated, as they cannot realize 
what we have gone through, and how 
my boys have suffered for just such 
articles and provisions as they sent us. 
“Many a boy sleeps tonight feeling 
better and to dream of what is to come 
tomoriow. No more hardtack for us. 
have 52 men in the hospital who are 
oonvalesing rapidly, and we trust will 
be in condition to enjoy the good things 
in a day or so. I was pleased beyond 
expression this afternoon to learn that 
the boys we left in the yellow fever 
hospital at Siboney were here in the 
hospital doing nicely. They arrived 
yesterday. 
“ We will be home in about IO days on 
a 60 day furlough and I trust I may have 
an opportunity to thank each donor to 
our comfort in person, but as such be 
impracticable, I wish here, on behalf of 
each member of my company, to thank 
yon all for your many kindnesses, and 
only hope we have proven ourselves 
worthy of your contributions.

The welcome which the inhabitants 
of New York city extended to the offi- 
oeis and men of our victorious warships 
as they Bailed up the bay recently was 
only the preliminary evidence of the 
disposition on the part of every one to 
make the stay of the popular heroes in 
these waters as pleasant as possible. 
The enthusiastic reception accorded to 
the Jack Tars en masse has been ex­ 
tended with quite as much fervor to the 
bluejackets as individuals when they 
came ashore. An enthusiastic admirer 
of the sailors and their performances in 
our war with Spain met the incoming 
squadron on a tug on the day of the 
parade and, hailing the sailors on each 
of 
the 
battleships in turn, called 
through a megaphone: “ Boys, you're 
welcome home. 
My name is ——, “ 
giving the name of a well known hotel 
proprietor. “ Just drop in and you may 
have the best my place affords.11 
The invitation was eagerly accepted 
by many of the men upon gaining shore 
leave, and they found the hotel man 
true to his word. 
When the sailors 
came to pay for their entertainment, 
however, they found to their surprise 
that, while their money was accepted 
with the check, they received in change 
the same amount as they had originally 
tendered. 
The action of the hotel proprietor re­ 
ferred to has been repeated in saloons 
aud places of amusement all over the 
oity, until the sailors now realize that 
the freedom of the city tendered to 
them by May* * Van Wyck was not an 
empty ceremony.
